1 . CONGRESSMAN EVANS ARRIVED BANGKOK JULY 6, RECEIVED GENERAL 
NARCOTICS BRIEFING FROM COUNTRY TEAM. ON FRIDAY, JULY 7 MR. 

EVANS AND COMMITTEE STAFF RECEIVED DETAILED BRIEFING FROM DEA 
CONCERNING CHANGES IN NARCOTICS SITUATION IN S.E. ASIA SINCE 
SELECT COMMITTEE'S LAST VISIT 15 MONTHS AGO. CONGRESSMAN EVANS 
THEN HAD APPROXIMATELY A TWO HOUR MEETING WITH PRIME MINISTER 
DRIANGSAK AT WHICH MR. EVANS THANKED THE PRIME MINISTER FOR 
EXTREMELY CLOSE COOPERATION BEING GIVEN BY HIS GOVERNMENT IN 
NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT AND THE PRIME MINISTER REAFFIRMED HIS 
COMMITMENT. SAME EVENING CONGRESSMEN EVANS AND MANN HAD A
